A committee of G ettysburg hackmen, 
representing an association, the name 
of which they did not state, appeared 
before the town council at their regu­ 
lar monthly m eeting on Tuesday even­ 
ing 
to 
present 
their 
grievances 
regarding the paym ent of the 
1912 
hack licenses. 
John E. Pitzer, presi­ 
dent of the association, was one of 
the visitors to the council cham ber 
and he was accompanied by Calvin 
Heagy, S. N. llartzeli, M. F. W illiams, 
and Andrew H artm an. 
These men appeared to state that 
they were am ong the tw enty three 
who paid their hack license for 1912 
and to ask th at council either rem it 
ihis license to them or that the other 
people in the same business be com­ 
pelled to pay for last year. 
It will he recalled that last spring 
an effort was made to get an ordin­ 
ance which would meet more recent 
conditions and one was fram ed pro­ 
viding for all being taxed on a basis 
of the passenger-carrying capacity of 
vehicles. 
This was presented to the 
town council and passed but was later 
vetoed by Burgess Holtzworth and 
nothing 
ever 
came 
of 
it. 
Mr. 
HoJtzworth was further told th a t the 
old ordinance would not stand a legal 
test and, believing th at those doing 
hacking on the battlefield could not be 
made to pay, no further effort to col­ 
lect 
license 
was 
made. 
Thus

out paying a license fee.

Places and It Is Reported Scutari ' 


Has Fallen. 


London, Feb. o.— Some quarters of 
Adrianople are in flames as the result 
of the bom bardm ent by the Bulgarians 
aud Servians, which was resumed with 
jven more intensity, according to ad ­ 
vices received here from Sofia. 
A full division of Bulgarian infantry 
advanced to the attack of Adrianople 
under cover of a fierce bombardment, 
according to this dispatch. The result 
of the assault is not known. 
Although no serious fighting has oc­ 
curred along the T chatalja lines, the 
Bulgarian troops are not idle. The vil­ 
lage of Tchatalja. which has hitherto 
marked the limit of the 
Bulgarian 
lines, is in flumes. Its destruction was 
apparently decided on for tactical rea­ 
sons. 
An encounter betw een Bulgarian and 
Turkish troops also took place at Ma- 
latepe, near Gallipoli.

Bulgarians and S ervians surrounding
